Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The proposed amended language "each of said static blocl^s and 
each of said dynamic blocks comprise an erase block" probably still reads on the art of record because each block can 
be of any size as long as it contains at least one erase block. Defining each block to be an erase block, so that each of 
the dynamic and the static erase blocks has one sector for metadata and the rest for data, would probably overcome 
the rejection based on the art of record (subject to the Examiner*s more thorough review of the art of record) .
